It is possible that commer- 
cialism itself may now take it up and 
push the project through to comple- 
tion. It ought not to be difficult to 
convince any one that no better ad- 
vertisement of California could be 
imagined. Thus “business” would. 
secure ample returns from the ven- 
ture, a beautiful sentiment would find 
lasting expression and the dreamers 
would have their way. 


UNIONS ARE IN DISREPUTE. 
Commenting upon tne fact that 
forty men were recently (dismissed 
from employment by the Louisville 
and Nashville Railroad for joining a 
labor union, the Brooklyn Eagle re- 
marks that the time has been when 
action of this kind would have been 
reprehended all over the land, but 
millions will regard it now with indif- 
ference, if not with approval. The 
higti-handed iniquities of walking 
delegates,” continues the Eagle, the 
violence and intolerance of miners 
and iron workers, the need for po- 
lice protection of free workmen, the 
small reign of terror which that in- 
golent leader and conscienceless 
crafter, Sam Parks, has established 
in cities where building operations 
have been undertaken, the suspension 
of traffic in cities that have depended 
on trolley service, and shooting and 
stoning of men. women and children 
who have tried to ride in boycotted 
eare—these and other mishbehaviors 
have brought the labor unions into 
general dislike.” 

This arraignment is unfortunately 
true. Unionism, as it is managed, 
has become a synonym for Iintoler- 
ance, for injustice, for blackmailing, 
for violence, for lawlessness in vari- 
ous forms. for 4isregard of the com- 
monest human rights, and for many 
of the grayver offenses in the calendar 
of crime. It is not a matter for 
wonderment, under the circumstances, 
that trade-unionism is in disrepute, 
aum rapidly becoming more and more 
c\areputabie. Whatever of public 
sympathy it may have had in the 
past, when its methods were more 
moderate and rational, trade-union- 
ism as at present organized has no 
just claim to public tolerance and 


sympathy. By its own excesses it 
has forfeited the good-will of the pub- 
lic, and is justly falling more and 
more under the ban of popular repre- 
hensiton. 

No blame can attach to any em- 
ployer of labor for refusing to employ 
union men, or to have anything to do 
with them. Ine majoritwof émploy- 
ers have not yet reached the point 
of refusing employment to unionists. 
But it is only a question of time 
when employers very generally will 
do so, unless the unions make radical 
changes in their methods. What is 
more, public opinion will approve 
such discrimination ag a just and 
justifiable method of i protection 
against the intolerable: aggreasions of 
organized industrial brigandage. 

An extensive strike of street rail- 
way employés was declared in Chi- 
cago yesterday, involving some 390) 
men. Even yesterday, the first day 
of the strike, was characterized by 
deeds of violence such as ought not 
to have been permitted in any com- 
munity supposed to be law-abiding. 
Attempts to run cars manned by non- 
union crews resulted in the smashing 
of windows, the derailing of many 
cars, the wounding of many persons, 
and the general obstruction of traffic 
on some of the city’s busy thorough- 
fares. If this is the beginning of the 
strike, what will the end be? How 
can this be called a free country, 
when men are prevented by organized 
mobs from conducting legitimate in- 
dustries in legitimate ways? 


N THE WRONG SIDE. 

At last the isthmian canal ts: so 
to speak, in sight. From a remote 
possibility it has suddenly become a 
very near probability. After more 
than sixty years of discussion over 
the project (most of it profitless and 
neediess discussion.) the way is prac- 
tically cleared for the carrying 
through of this colossal! enterprise to 
complete and triumphant success. The 
last serious obstacle has been removed 
by the recent events which have suc- 
ceeded each other with such startling 
rapidity on the Panama isthmus. A 
government is now in the exercise of 
full authority on the isthmus, which 
is not only willing but anxious to 
have the great interoceanic waterway 
begun and completed as soon as pos- 
sible. but has even now a Minister 
Plenipotentiary in Washington fully 
empowered to conclude negotiations 
for the building of the canal. The 
terms offered us will be all that our 
government can reasonably ask or de- 
sire. The time for action is auspic- 
ious. Our government, if it fail to 
secure the canal now, and to close up 
the long controversy for good, will 
have only itself to blame. 

Almost incredible news comes from 
Washington, to the effect that the 
Democrats in Congress are preparing 
to attack the administration because 
of its recognition of the new repub- 
lic at Panama, and to oppose the 
negotiation of a new treaty, with that 
government, for the construction of 
the canal across the territory, which 
it controls. It . 40 be hoped that 
this information will prove to be in- 
correct; though it must be confessed, 
having in mind the penchant of the 
Democratic party for getting on the 
wrong side of all great public ques- 
tions, that there is reason to presume 
that the statement may be true. 

It would not be fair to prejudge 
our friends of the opposition—the 
chronic opposition, as we may say. 
It is possible that their patriotism 
may get the better of their seem- 
ingly innate propensity to get on the 
wrong side—and the unpopular side 
—of all great public questions. We 


hope it will. But the esteemed Dem- 
ocracy has so long been “agin the 
government” that it will ‘probably 


find it very difficult to get on the 
right side—and the popular side—of 
this question. 

The Democratic party of the nation 
could not make a greater mistaken, 
or a more fatal blunder than to take 
a position in opposition to the con- 
struction of the isthmian cana)l—for 
such, in effect, an organized oppos!- 
tion to the present course of the ad- 
ministration would amount to. The 
American people want the canal. 
They want it constructed with as lit- 
tle delay as is consistent with thor- 
ough work. Both the Democratic and 
the Republican parties are pledged, 
by innumerabie resolutions of con- 
ventions, State legislatures, and other 
representative bodies, to do every- 
thing possible to promote the canal 
project. There bas been so much un- 
necessary delay in this matter that 
the people are impaifent to have the 


work of actual construction begin. 
No attitude which the Democratic 
leaders could take on any public 


question would be more unpopular 
than that of opposition to the canal, 
now that its construction is clearly 
in sight. It remains to be seen 
whether the Democratic leaders will 
be able to read and interpret the 


“handwriting on the wall,” or 


— 


whether they will biindly run counter 
to their own best Interests (speaking 
from a purely political point of view,) 
and to the best interests of the pub- 
lic, viewing the question in the broad- 
est possible light. 

If the past history of the Demo- 
cratic party is any criterion by which 
to forecast its future, it will probably 
be safe to predict that In the final 
showing of hands that party will be 
found on the wrong side of the canal 
question. Through obeying the be- 
hests of its blundering leaders, the 
Democratic party has made many mis- 
takes, within the last generation, al- 
most if not quite as bad as this would 
be. dome Democrats profess to won- 
der that the people have refused to 
intrust their party with power, to any 
great extent, through all these years. 
The reason must be apparent to any 
person of clear and unbiased percep- 
tions. It is principally because the 
issues supported by the Democratic 
party have been the reverse of pop- 
ular and safe issues; because the 
party, as we have said, has been on 
the wrong side of every great ques- 
tion that has come before the people 
for settlement. 

It is unnecessary to go into partic- 
ulars. It is familiar bistory that the 
Democratic party has almost invari- 
ably seen fit to align itself on. the 
side of retrogression instead of on 
the side of progress. It has played 
dog-in-the-manger on nearly all - 
sues involving the policy of the gov- 
erument and the progress of the 
country. As the American people are 
progressive, not retrogressive, they 
have had little use for the Democratic 
party during the past generation. 
They will have less use for the- Dem- 
ocratic party in the coming genera- 
tion than they have had in the past. 
unless that party makes some radi- 
cal changes in its methods and po.- 
icies. 

The Democratic party has a mag- 
nificent opportunity, in the presen: 
situation, to retrieve its past mis- 
takes, in some degree, by aligning it- 
self on the popular, patriotic and 
progressive side of a great question 
Will its leaders have the foresight 
to embrace this opportunity? Perhaps. 
Quien sabe?

BETTER DAYS 
FOR CHILDREN. 


Study Circles Lauded at the 
Congress of Mothers. 


Great Educational Movement is 
Stamped a Success. 


—ͤ — 


Enthusiasm Over the Marked 
Progress in Young Life. — 
Ringing Addresses. 


There was a dieposition, when the 
Child Study Circle appeared upon the 
public-school horizon a few years ago, 
to look upon it as a fad, or es an old 
woman's society to meddle with the 
affairs of the school-teacher. 

How mistaken that idea was has 
long since been established, but it was 
more apparent yesterday than ever 
before in the history of what prom- 
ises to be one of the greatest educa- 
tional innovations of this enlightened 
and enlightening age. 

It was demonstrated in the Califor- 
nia Congress of Mothers, which met 
in the Woman's Club House yester- 
day, that the mothers of the State 
and the teachers of the public schools 
ar: united in the closest bonds of 
sympathy through the medium of this 
movement, which aims not alone at 
the better fitting of the teacher to in- 
struct children because of uaint- 
ance with the parents, but it 
aims also to take education into the 
home and inspires a deeper interest on 


to feel that any interest they 
might take in the schools was looked 
upon as a desire for interference with 
the prerogatives of the teacher. 

Bright women from all over South- 
ern California sat as delegates in the 
congress and took part in the pro- 
ceedings, and the large audiences that 
filled the house last night and yea- 
terday afternoon indicate a deep in- 
terest on the part of people gener- 


“THE CHILD.” 
The meeting last night was in the 
form of a symposium upon “The 
Child,“ and the several speakers were 
received with the greatest enthusiasm. 

City Superintendem Foshay headed 
the list with a talk on The Child at 
School.” He reviewed the progress 
that has been made in every direction, 
as compared with the early public 
schools, and forecasted a still greater 
broadening of their scope. tie said: 

“I hope the day may not be far dis- 
tant when we shall have a gymnasium 
at every public school. The child in 
the little school is entitied to the very 
best conditions just as well as the 
child in the school that has 1100 pu- 
piis. 

“I do not think we are doing as much 
as we ought to do forthe moral train- 
ing of the child. The great need of 
our country today is men, and I think 
that the child at school ought to be 
trained consistently. ‘Love God and 
keep His commandments is « precept 
he should thoroughly understand and 
practice. 

“We give him plenty of book learn- 
ing, but we do not give him enough 
of what the pubiic calls common 
sense.” 

Mrs. J. D. Gibbs, on The Child at 
Work,” said many good things. Among 
others was this: 

In spite of the many Mme. Queers. 
we must turn to the home to find the 
best example of the child at work. The 
child should be allowed to assist at 
some daily task, and since the majority 
of people must live by the work of 
their hands, it is quite as important 
that the hands be educated as well as 
the head. All honor to our school or- 
ficials who have determined to give 
our boys and girls a better fighting 
chance in the world.” 

“The Child at Play occupied the at- 
tention of Miss Mary Ledyerd. She 
said: 

“Jt is a common saying that when 
Americans do play they take their 
pleasures sadly. Some people never 
relax: they hold the chair instead of 
letting the chair hold them: they lie 
rigid tn bed as if fearful thet the bed 
wil turn into a bucking bronco and 
throw them out. 

“Some people say: “Why teach the 
child to play? That is the one thing 
he knows how to do.” If we all un- 
derstood things better there would be 
better work at both ends of the line, 
and nothing is more important than 
teaching the child how to play.” 

Miss Ledyard edvocated spending 
some of the school money in fitting up 
play grounds that would take the child 
away from the nerve-racking work of 
the schoolroom, and said she ap- 
proached the subject with some trepi- 
dation until she heard Superintendent 
Foshay advocate the same plan a few 
moments before. 

A JUDGE'S PROBLEM. 

Judge Curtis D. Wilbur, the bright 
young jurist, who wrestles with the 


juveniles, was handed the topie of 
“The Child in the State,“ and he made 
it a very interesting one. He said: 


“This subject has worried me a great 
deal... I woke up at 4 o'clock this morn- 
ing and I won't tell you what woke 
mog but I'm sure it wasn't the State. 
It a very helpful thing to come 
before an audience like this, when he 
is ein a position that brings him in con- 
tact with so many bad children.” 
Judge Wilbur spoke eloquently and 
with much earnestness upon what all 
the States are doing for the boys and 
giris of the land, but he spoke with 
particular emphasis of California as 
surpassing the efforts of every other 
State in the Union in that direction. 

“Two judges of the Supreme Court 
said to me.“ declared the speaker, “that 
they looked upon the Juvenile Court 
law as a fad. I told them that I 
looked upon it as a law intended to 
give a boy a chance who never had a 
chance before, and they ‘agreed that 
there might be some good in it after 
all. I think it would take a Philadel- 
phia lawyer to untangle the law, but 
— the meantime we'll take care of the 


These sentences brought out the 
greatest applause of the evening, - 
lustrating the warmth with which the 
audience regarded the interests of the 
boy who may never have had a fair 
chance to make a man of himeelf. 

PATRIOTIC MISS FOY. 

The last speaker was patriotic Mary 
N Foy, who has become so well known 
throughout Southern California as a 
lecturer wpon historical topics when 
she can find time aside from her work 
in the Los Angeles High School. Her 
enthusiasm for America and our insti- 
) tutions knows no bounds. other 
things she said: 

. “It seems to me that the echools are 
supported by the State in order that 
they shall furnish good citidéns to the 
State. But first and above that is 
making a good man or a good woman. 
To make a good American citizen we 
must fret have a good American boy. 

“The things that are taught by any 
church—whether Methodist, Catholic, 

not—are the things that wil!

make good men and women. It they 
are in the habit of keeping the Ten 
Commandments they are not likely to 
get int6 trouble with any court In any 
country, and I think that would be «4 
good thing to force them to learn.” 
Miss Foy closed with an eloquent 
peroration on America, saying that all 
rsons should strive to make this «4 
and to which all eyes would turn 
longingly. 
The evening closed with the report of 
Mre. W. W. Murphy, president of the 
congress, in which she reviewed in her 
well-known eloquent way the work ac- 
complished in the past year and 
upon all renewed interest and seal in 
attempting to accomplish the work put 
in their hands. 
The musical numbers were a cornet 
solo, with plano and violin accompant- 
ment, by Carl Buratti, a pupil of the 
Commercial High School, and 4 - 
ing vocal solo by Miss Hope Watkins. 
AFTERNOON BUSINESS. 
At the afternoon business session 
forty circles were represented and the 
audience well filled the clubhouse. The 
Congress was presided over by Mrs. 
W. W. Murphy, its president, who is 
an admirable chairman, and most men 
would have to look to their laurels in 
comparison with her. 
The difficulty in the afternoon was 
the inability of the modest mothers to 
make themselves heard, and one of the 
delegates on the floor hit it off in the 
following way, though she said it was 
second-hand: 
“We should begin our physical cul- 
ture at our heads and not at our feet, 
so that our voices might be heard.” 
This was greeted with laughter and 
applause, but it didn’t do much good, 
for the mothers just can't, and, there 
now, what are you going do do about 
it? But there was a little streak of 
feminine perversity in it sometimes. 
All those reading reports were required 
to come to the platform, but notwith- 
standing thet, they could not be heard. 
Then one with a much stronger voice 
than most of the others declined to go 
on the platform, despite a protest from 
the floor, and she could not be heard 
and wae therefore as unsatisfactory as 
the weak-voiced delegates, who did 
their best. 

There was more or less pleasantry 
concerning this feature, but the pro- 
moter of the applause knew no favor- 
ites, and saw that each one was prop- 
erly rewarded for the good points she 
made. 

One delegate reported that her circle 

had a membership of thirty-five and 
had held meetings every month during 
the school year with an average attend- 
ance of thirty-five. Great applause 
greeted her announcement. 
A bright young Spanish lady. rep- 
resenting the Spanish section of the 
Castelar-street school circle, sald: “We 
have had an average attendance of 
about thirty Spanish-speaking mothers, 
and I think that is more than our 
American mothers did.” 

All the reports were brief and sen- 
sible and almost invariably testified 
to the benefits derived from the band- 
ing together of the mothers. 

PULLED THE FEATHERS OFF. 

Mrs. W. R. Myers read an excellent 
paper upon the subject: “The Child's 
Interest in Bird Life.” Her hat was 
modestly trimmed in bands of black 
ribbon, and almost one of the first 
things she said waa this: 

“Are there not some of us who have 
worn on our hats a bird or a part of 
a bird and deemed ourselves well 
dressed? 


Back in the middle of the hall two 
young women snapped their ats from 
their heads uicker than a wink, and 
there was a general laugh from all who 
observed the movement. There were a 
few there, however. whom the thrust 
never touched. A careful scanning of 
the audience showed that not a dosen 
ladies in the hall wore other than os- 
trich feathers on their headgear. 

The paper of Mrs. Myers was a plea 
that the boys and giris be educated to 
love ond protect the little feathered 
eongsters, and thar ladies frown upon 
the wearing of birds in any shape on 
their hats and bonnets. 

One lady suggested to all who loved 
birds that they should plant a mul- 
berry tree about their premises. She 
said: 

“I have a mulberry tree in my back 
yard, and not long ago the man-of-all- 
work wanted to chop it down, because. 
the fruit was worth nothing. 

The birds think it worth picking,’ 
I said. 

It draws all the birds in creation,” 
he persisted, ‘and they eat all the oth- 
er kinds of fruit.’ 

“I replied, Not while they're cating 
the mulberries, they don't.“

Work of grading for the Standard’s 
big storage reservoirs that are to be 
erected on the ground recently pur- 
chased between Pinole and Point Rich- 
mond is now under way. These reser- 
voirs will be immense and will be so 
situated that it will be possib.« to con- 
vey the oll to the refinery by gravity. 

In selecting this site, which is con- 
siderably higher than the surrounding 
country, the Standard management had 
two reasons in view, chief among them 
being that it removes the great volume 
of inflammable material from the re- 
finery, where, in case of fire thé loss 
would be reduced to a minimum. An- 
other advantage in the Pinole, and 
one that the Standard management in 
spite of its many millions never over- 
looks, is the expenditure. Land near 
Pinole is cheap, méch cheaper than if 
the vicinity of oPint Richmond. 

Within the next few days a large 
force will be employed in the grading. 
Besides these immenve reservoirs the 
company intends crecting several large 
storage tanks. 
NEW WELLS FOR M'KITTRICK. 
Two wells are to be started at once 
by the San Francisco-McKittrick Com- 
pany on its property in the east half 
of section 14, 30, 21 at McKittrick. Four 
wells have already been brought in 
and are now producing, and a fifth is 
in oil sand.

STANFORD UNIVERSI¥Y. Nov. 11.~ 
Soon after the closing of the fall somes- 
ter, President David Starr Jordan will 
leave the university for his annual win- 
ter trip to the East. He will go di- 
rectly to St. Lou's, wkere he ig to de- 
liver an address before the American 
Association for the Advancement of 
Science, which will hoid its annual con- 
vention in St. Louis. beginning Decem- 
ber 27. Dr. Jordan will also deliver the 
annual address before the Sigma Xi 
Scientific Suciety at this time. He wiil 
then go to Washington to discuss with 
President Roosevelt the results of the 


‘investigation of the United States com- 


mission which was sent to Alaska dur- 
ing the su.amer io look into the condi- 
tions in the salmon fisheries in the 
north. Dr. Jordan ui probably make 
several addresses before other organ- 
izations on his trip. 

A. D. E. Elmer, assistant in system- 
atic botany, will leave on November 
25 for the Philippines, where he has an 
appointment as assistant fleld collector 
on the United States Philippine Com- 


mieslon.

Board of Trustees Transacts Impor- 
tant Business—Tuition Fees Raised 
to Seventy Dollars in Both College and 


Preparatory Courses — College is 

Prosperous. 

The Board of steer of Pomona 
College, Clare „ met at the Van 


Nuys Broadway yesterday afternoon. 
President G. A. Gates, George W. 
Marston of San Diego, E. F. Hahn of 
Pasadena, Rev. Dr. W. F. Day of Los 
Angeles, George H. Bixby of Long 
Beach, Rev. Dr. E. F. Goff of River- 
W. Blanchard of Santa 
C. E. Harwood of Upland, 
Rev. C. B. Sumner and Rev. Henry 
Kingman of Claremont, were present. 
Just now newspaper readers get much 
more of football than anything else 
about colleges, but the word football 
was not once mentioned. 

The prosperity of the college creates 
new and increasingly pressing prob- 
lems. There are seventy-five more 
students on the ground than ever be- 
fore. There are seventy-four in the 
freshman class, and ninety-five more 
in the three upper college classes. The 
sophomore class alone has more stu- 
dents than t whole college had in 
1894; 301 is the‘total enroliment. These 
rapidly-growing numbers crowd upon 
the trustees demands not easy to 
meet. It was thought that ample pro- 
vision had been made in the corps of 
teachers, but the classes are in a few 
cases too large. It is a case of efther 
reduce the number of students or in- 
crease the force of instruction. Both 
these proposals were seriously dis- 
cussed. 


Definite action was taken to in- 
crease the number of teachers. About 
$3000 in addition to the present 
budget was voted for this purpose. Ex- 
plicit additions are to be made in the 
philosophy and modern 
languages, h and 
physics, math- 
ematics and mechanical drawing. 
Action was taken by the board, 
looking toward enabling graduates 
to obtain teachers’ certificates. At 
present the universities and the Nor- 
mal are said to have prac- 
tically absolute control of the State 
Board of Education, with advantages 
in this regard, that are unjust to the 
work done by the best colleges. The 
coll object to this condition, the 
injust of which the University 
people frankly admit. 
Another movement was the raising 
of the tuition fees, from 880, college 
and $50 preparatory school, to $70 for 
each. A reduction of $10 is made for 
local students 
This change takes effect September, 
1904. 
‘There was much discussion of a 
proposition to limit the number of 
students, who are crowding the col- 
lege's resources. The trustees say 
they are concerned for the quality 
of the work.
